A youthful tribute to the brighter side of life will be 
seen in UP WITH PEOPLE, an hour- long special this 
April 19th, at 9 PM, on the CBS Television Network. 
Featuring a troupe of 130 lively young “ citizens of 
the world,” UP WITH PEOPLE utilizes the folk- rock 
style to convey a message of goodness and optimism.

“The libraries have become

progress is only a beginning

“And let me remind 
you that cottonseed protein is 
vegetable protein.” 
He reported that a 1970

identified a potential market of 
3.1 billion pounds of processed 
foods containing protein. The 
market already existing today 
is more than 2 billion pounds. 
“It is big business, make no 
m istake,” Lewis said. “Food 
processing and related activities

Land grading for drainage is 
the shaping of the 
ground 
surface by mechanical means 
so that each row is graded 
throughout its length to an 
adequate outlet. 
Grading 
for 
drainage 
is 
adapted to lands that are too 
rough for land smoothing to 
provide 
satisfactory 
surface 
drainage. Fields that have large 
potholes and sloughs in them 
can be economically converted 
to a smooth, well drained field 
by proper grading. 
Length of rows should not 
exceed 1,320 ft. The minimum 
grade should not be less than 
.05 per cent and a minimum 
grade of .10 per cent should be 
used if possible. 
Grading 
work 
generally 
requires a large farm tractor 
and 
forced 
load 
scrapers. 
Where large cuts and fills are 
required, larger self- propelled 
scrapers may be needed. After 
fields 
have 
been 
graded, 
a 
maintenance program must be 
followed 
which

The final 1972 harvest of 
soybeans

PALM SUNDAY, the Sunday before Easter, is so called because on this day is 
celebrated Christ s last entry into Jerusalem before his Crucifixion, where palm 
branches were strewn in his way by the multitude. 
This is the basis for the observance of Palm Sunday. The development of this 
day, as well as of Holy Week and Easter, as an annual festival probably began with 
the Christian Passover, which celebrated both Christ’s death on the cross and his 
Resurrection. 
Palm Sunday services in history were not uniform, but there was usually some 
form of the blessing, a distribution of palms, and a procession. Any leftover palm 
leaves were later burned and the ashes used on Ash Wednesday of the following 
year to mark the foreheads of the parishioners as a reminder of their death. 
Many superstitions arose regarding the palm leaves, including their use as a 
protection against evil and as charms to ward off storms and lightning. 
Not every country had access to palm trees and often the branches of different 
trees were substituted. Because of this, Palm Sunday was known in England, for 
example, variously as Olive Sunday, Branch Sunday, and Sunday of the Willow 
Boughs. Germans called it Blossom Sunday.
